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IN SICILY| 


ERMAN forces, mainly ferried 
G across the narrow Straits of 


Messina by air, are now back- 
ing up italian troops everywhere

Sicilian bridgehead, states Reuter’s 


Special Correspondent at Allied 
Headquarters, North Africa. 

The regalt has been: immediate in- 
creased resistance to the American 
7th Army advancing along the coast 
road towards Messina and threaten- 
ing to cut off the path of retreat of 
the Axis armies. The fighting is 
now entering more difficult country, 
with the Axis making the best 
possible use of cover and observation 
afforded by the mountains, which 
come down more closely to the 
Messina road east of Cefalu. 

A further difficulty for the Allies 
is the presence of large numbers of 
civilians in the war zone, 

Axis resistance is becoming still 
more stubborn. Canadians, who hold 
the centre of the line between the 
American 7th Army and the British 
Eighth Army, 
back a heavy counter-attack launched 
by the 15th Panzer Division in an 
effort to stem the Canadian push 
northwards. 


PUSH TO EAST 


Pushing on eastwards along the 
coastal highway, the 7th Army van- 
guard has now contacted the Axis 
and is coming up against stiffening 
opposition. 

On the Eighth Army front in the 
Catania Plain patrol activity is in- 
creasing. Some German battalions 
have suffered casualties up to 400 
men, or sige oo half their strength. 

Captain Sertorius, the German 
overseas news commentator, stated 
last night that consolidation of the 
Axis defences in the north-east made 
further progress during Monday. 
American attacks designed to break 
into the Axis disengagement move- 
ments from the south were beaten. 
Along the coastal road pressure was 
stronger, but the Americans suffered 
considerable tank losses.- On the 
eastern coastal sector, he added, 
British artillery fire had increased, 
but owing to heavy losses the British 
High Command must now make pre- 
parations for a further attack on 
(‘atania on a scale equal to those for 
a second landing operation.

It was here that the other 
hosphate producing company, Clare 
Phosphates, Ltd., with which Judge 
Comyn is associated, had been at 
work quarrying the phosphate. The 
term ‘‘quarrying”’’ gives little idea 
of the magnitude of the work done, 
because the rock was in the river- 
bed and, in order to quarry it, the 
river had to be diverted from its 
bed into a new channel. To win the 
phosphate rock that was not access- 
ible from the surface, the Minerals 
Exploration Company has now 
trnnelled into the igh banks of the 
river, and its workers have, in 
several different levels, penetrated 
rmiany hundreds of feet into the hill- 
side. ‘These men aro all farmers and 
farm-labourers from the district, 
with no previous experience of work- 
ing underground, or of handling the 
compressed-air drilling instruments, 
or the pumping engines or even the 
trucks and bogeys which are at work 
here, 

The other large centre is at 
Noughaval, on the Kilfenora side of 
Lisdoonvarna, Here a battalion of 
workers of the Minerals Company 
are making a eurface attack on a 
long, high ridge on a front of about 
a quarter of a mile, Without the 
aid of excavators, but relying on 
pick and shovel and Clare brawn, 
they have moved: thousands of tons 
of soil and sha's to get at the vein 
of phosphate rock, some two or 
three feet thick in places, which 
lies ai. the base of this ridge. -., 


DIFFICULTIES 


The coming of the winter rains 
will reduce the amount of quarry- 
ing, as the ground will then become 
very heavy. and difficult to work. 
But by that time it is hoped to have

HE Germans are trying to 
| organise an orderly withdrawal 
to new defence lines based on 
the town of Kromi, which lies on a 
‘western tributary of the Oka, about 
25 miles south-west of Orel, Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent cables from 
Moscow. “ | 

Kromi ‘is. threatened by “Soviet 
troops who on Monday forced the 
Oka from the east, fought off seven. 
teen counter-attacks; took two 
defence ints, and advanced to 
within 15 or 18 miles of the city. 
The German withdrawal is also 
being constantly harassed’ by a 
number of small mobile columns, the 
message states. 

Eight Soviet armies are now 
closing in on Orel from the perimeter 
of a circular front, and only one 
sector of that front remains to be 
closed to snap the Russian forces 
around the city into a full circle, 
Revter’s message claims. 

In pouring rain, which has ture 
the whole fighting area -into. a 
swamp, they are battering their way 
ahead along two highways, three 
railways, and three river valleys. 

Soviet tanks are clearing the way 
for the infantry, penetrating the 
Axis flanks and rear, cutting his 
roads, blowing \up his bridgeheads, 
and smashing his centres of resist- 
ance, a Moscow broadcast stated last 
night. 


COMMUNIQUE 


Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
stated: ‘* During Tuesday our troops 
advanced 4 to 6 kilometres (24 to 4 
miles) in the Orel direction, and 
occupied more than 50 inhabited 
localities. Near Byelgorod we further 
improved our positions. On the 
Leningrad front our troops improved 
their positions, and in the south 
(Donbas) intensive reconnaissance 
activity took place.” 

The German communiqué says: 
“The main weight of the fighting 
on the eastern front lay again in the 
rOrel area. Our forces repelled 
several enemy attempts to break 
through to the 8.E. and north of 
Orel, after fluctuating fighting with 
bloody losses, destroying numerous 
tanks. 

“Hard defensive fighting took 
place on the Kuban bridgehead, on 
the Mius front and south of Lake 
Ladoga, while on the Donetz and in 
the Byelgorod area only loeal 
activity took place. | 

“ On the entire eastern front the 
enemy on Monday lost 213 tanks.'”” 

A German radio reporter from the 
‘* special fog unit,” in the east, on 
Monday night, described the fog 
mortar, a new weapon which, he 
said, was a six-barrel mortar that 
can fire hundreds of grenades in a 
few seconds over a concentrated 
small Aeon This new mortar can 
lay a thick ‘‘ fog wall,” or fire in- 
cendiary grenades to set an entire 


locality on fire, he added.—(A.P,),

“been so accustomed to long 
declarations of policy, a 

tremendous amount of flag- 

waving, and an exhibition of 

doubtful patriotism that they 

feel that no organisation can 

take the field anless it is en- 

cased in all of these.” . 
The Reverend J. M. Hayes, 
founder, apostle, and—if we may 
use an American phrase, ‘‘ hot- 
gospeller*’—of Muintir na Tire, 
is better known as an organiser 
and speaker than as a writer. 
Nevertheless, the two sentences 
which we quote from the 1943 
Official Handbook of Muintir na 
Tire are simple and competent ; 
and those two qualities, of simpli- 
city and competence, are so rare 
as to demand notice. Surely this 
country has come to a strange 
pass when simplicity, either in 
fact or in language, is without 
credit—and, worse, is beyond com- 
prehension. The twenty-six coun- 
ties of what, for want of a better 
term, we call Southern Ireland 
have maintained their separate 
entity for rather more than 
twenty years, and all those years 
have witnessed the growth of 
something that did not exist 
earlier—an increasing hostility 
between country and town. Dublin 
has learned to dislike the country ; 
the country, not without reason, 
deplores the necessity of Dublin, 
with the result that as new, 
ulmost more formidable border 
than that which at present 
separates the six counties from 
the twenty-six, is being drawn 
between the capital of Ireland and 
‘the rest.” That division is a 
grave danger to Irish prosperity 
Father Hayes saw it many years 
ago. He was not alone among 
those who saw it, but he was the 
most dynamic of them, and ever 
since then he has lost no oppor- 
tunity to vall attention to the 
danger. More than a century ago 
a great British statesman claimed 
to call a new world into existence 
to redress the balance of an 
old. Father Hayes, we think, is 
too modest to paraphrase that 
claim in relation to even so small 
a sphere as Ireland; but, at the 
least, he has gone far to bring 
this nation of ours back to a sense 
of its own balance. 

What is this simple doctrine 
to which Father Hayes refers? 
Unless we misconstrue him, it 
is simply that Ireland depends 
upon her soil. The economic 
history of Ireland for many 
decades past has been capable 
of summary in a sentence— 
from the country to the smaller 
towns, from the smaller to the 
larger towns, from the larger 


| towns to the cities, from the cities 


to—England, America, what you 
will! That is a pilgrims’ progress 
of the wrong order. It may lead 
to a new and more magnificent 
life for the people who have the 
courage, the initiative and the 
money to embark on it; but for 
this country, as a country, it is 
the way of death. Father Hayes— 
wherein he is in partnership with 
many of the most liberal brains 
of this nation—insists that the 
drain must be stopped at its 
source. He.and his organisation 
recognise that there is no point 
in endeavouring to stem the drift 
when once it has started: instead, 
it must be stopped at its source. 
Ireland must be forced to realise 
that her prosperity, her material, 
moral and spiritual health, de- 
pend upon the land. The land 
must be exalted to its 
true position. The commercial 
traveller, the shopkeeper, the 
butcher, the baker, the candle- 
stick-maker, the journalist, the 
barrister, the auctioneer — all 
these people have their places in 
the national life — but, says 
Muintir na Tire, they depend on 
the farmer; they draw their life 
from the land. On ‘that basis 
the organisation builds a doctrine 
and a modus operandi. It asks 
the people of the land—in other 
words, the farmers, farm- 
labourers and all who draw their 
sustenance directly from the soil— 
to create a new scheme of things 
for themselves; to recognise their 
own value, in themselves and 
apart from every other considera- 
tion but that of their own. work 
and their own dignity; to take 
their stand as the masters of the 
soil, as the integral and most 
important elements of a nation. 
‘We have no intention,”’ writes 
Father Hayes, ‘‘ of creating con- 
flict. between people of the land 
and people of the towns.” 
Nevertheless, for many years past 
the men of the land have been 
subordinate. It is time that they 
should realise, and should admit, 
their proper position in the 
economy of even an un-united 
Ireland.

- More attention to 
Spanish and Russian is recom- 
mended, and all pupils are con- 
sidered to need courses in art 
and handicrafts, in relation to 
housing, decoration, town plan- 
ning, and so on. ‘‘In any case,”’ 
says the report, referring to the 
necessity of developing the special 
interests of pupils, ‘‘ schools 
should have complete freedom, 
based on certain principles 
suited to their pupils and to local 
needs.” It is in the new system 
of university scholarships recom- 
mended by the Committee, how- 
ever, that progressive thought 
may be seen most clearly. Firstly, 
it is urged that all awards should 
be made up by the State to the 
full amount needed “to cover all 
expenses and to enable full par- 
ticipation in university life.” 
Such awards should be made to 
all candidates recommended at 
the annual examination. The 
examining bodies should recom- 
mend not only candidates of high 
intellectual distinction, but ‘‘ can- 
didates of good intellectual attain- 
ment whose claims might be con- 
sidered if their school records 
showed outstanding merit’’; a 
classification designed to secure 
consideration for boys and girls 
who, although not natural 
students, are ‘‘reasonably in- 
tellectual, interested in theoretical 
or practical ideas, and of strong 
personality and character,’” ‘‘ Such 
men and women,”’ says the report, 
“ta unifersity cannot afford to be 
without.” The importance of this 
system of awards hardly can be 
overstressed. Every university 
knows that the best students are 
not necessarily the best men— 
that learning without character 
does far less to make a man a 
leader of his fellows than 
character without learning. It is 
in every way desirable that the 
man of character should be given 
the opportunity of development 
that only a university can offer. 
Otherwise, the universities become 
stagnant pools of pedantry, 
neither valuable in themselves nor 
nourishing to the life of the 
nation.

CARE NEEDED . 


“However, I must utter a word 


of caution We do not know what 
is ‘going to happen in Italy, and. 


now that Mussolini has gone, and 
once the Fascist power is certainly 
and irretrievably Srcken, we should 
be foolish to deprive ourselves of any 
means of co to general con- 
clusions with the Italian nation. It 
would. be a grave mistake, when 
Italian. affairs are in this flexible, 
fluid and formative condition, for the 
rescuing powers, of Britain and the 
United States, so to act as to break 
down the whole structure and ex- 
pression of the Italian State. We 
certainly do not seek to reduce 
Italian life to a condition of chaos 
and anarchy, and find ourselves with- 
out any authorities with .whom to 
deal. 

‘We must be careful not to get 
ourselves into the kind of position 
into which the Germans have 
blundered in so many countries, 
namely of having to hold down and 
edminister in detail, day by day, by 
a system of Gauleiters the entire life 
of a very large population, and, 
thereby, becoming responsible under 
the hard conditions of this presevt 
eriod for the whole of their up- 
eep and well-being. Such a course 
might, well in practice turn the sense 
of liberation which it may soon be 
ir. our power to bestow upon the 
Italian people into a sullen discontent 
against us and all our works, 


“WAIT AND SEE ** 


*‘Therefore, my advice to the 
House of Commons and to the 
British nation, and to the Common- 
wealth and Empire, and to our 
allies, at this juncture may be simply 
stated. We should let the Italians, 
to use a homely phrase, stew in their 
own juice for a bit and hot up the 
fire to accelerate the process until 
we obtain from their Government, 
or whoever, possesses the necessary 
authority, all the indispensable re- 
quirements we demand for carryin 
on the war against our prime “a 
capital foe, which is not Italy, but 
Germany. 

“I would venture to offer another 
word of caution,’’ Mr. Churchill 
added, “ and I do not think it is 
inappropriate to do so in a period 
when not unnaturally our spirits run 
high. What is Italy as a war unit? 
Italy is, or rather it was, perhaps 
about one-tenth..of the power of 
Germany, The German. tyranny is 
being violently assaulted and beset 
on évery side, The mighty battles 
on the Russian front, far exceeding 
in scale any of the operations in 
which we and the United States 
have hitherto been engaged on land, 
have in the month of July inflicted 
very deep injuries upon the German 
Army. e systematic shattering of 
the German cities continues remorse- 
lessly and with ever-growing weight. 
The spirit of revolt rises higher in 
all the. subjugated lands. The 
German rule is maintained from the 
Notth Cape in Norway to the island 
of Crete only by hideous and ruth- 
less cruelty, reprisals and massacres. 
German hopes of the U-boat warfare 
turning the tide of war are sinking 
as fast as the U-boats themselves, 


GERMAN OUTLOOK 


“The whole outlook of the Nazi 
party and regime, their whole 
ideological outlook—as it is called— 
will be disturbed and darkened by 
the events which have happened and 
are going to happen in Italy, and the 
overthrow and casting down in 
shame and ruin of the first of the 
dictators and aggressor war lords, 
strikes a knell of impending doom in 
the ears of those that remain. Never- 
theless, let us not allow this favour- 
able inclination of our fortunes to 
blind us to the immensity of the task 
before us or of the exertions still to 
be made and the privations and 
tribulations still to be endured and 
overcome. 

“The German national strength is 
still massive. The German armies, 
though seriously mauled by the three 
Russian campaigns, are still intact 
and quite unbroken. Hitler has under 
his orders over 300 German divisions, 
excluding satellites. Three-quarters 
of them are mobile and most of them 
continue to be well equipped. The 
authority of the central government. 
of Germany grips and pervades every 
form of, German life. The resources 
of a dozen lands are in their hands 
for exploitation. This Nazi wat 
machine is the hateful incubus upon 
Europe which we are resolved atterly 
to destroy, and the affairs of Italy 
must be handled with the supreme 
object constantly in view.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


The Milesians . 


To think that it is twenty-one 

ears, or very nearly, since a certain 

enito Mussolini came into the news. 
Exalted he was, lambasted he was, 
but even at that beginning of his 
career the world recognised him as 
a figure. 

Even at that time his influence was 
not unrecognised in Ireland. Well 
r the movement to form 
a “ Milesian”’ party, hased upon the 
Fascist outlook, which had been 
pene by a pamphlet by Sir 

ercival Phillips. A severely 
nationalist movement it was, comin 
in the middle of the Civil War an 
designed not only to reconcile, but 
to bring under control, the opposing 
‘* Staters ” and “ Irregulars.” 

It was a flop. I question if it ever 
possessed more than half a dozen 
adherents. Yet, it mm nn a pro- 
gramme, oí which Í used to own a 
copy, and Sir Percival Phillips's 
little book, “The Red Dragon and 
the Black Shirts,” was its gospel. 
Such was the influence of Mussolini, 
long before he became Ww duce. 


Film 


A few days ago it occurred to me 
to wipe the dust off the camera and 
to set about the taking of such 
pictures as those for which I had a 
certain (undeserved) reputation some 
few years ago. 

But, when I proceeded to look for film 
for the old-fashioned Contax, the fun 
began. It just could not be obtained. 
I found a reel or two eventually, but 
only by way of an old friend. And, 
when | summoned up the nerve to 
ask for a 24” by 24” -film,-probably 
the commonest of all sizes, for a 
subsidiary film, I found out precisely 
how far L was behind the times. 

Certainly the photographer who 
laid in a supply of film two or three 
years ago is to be commended. Even 
if it says, “to be developed before 
December, 1941,’’ he is still on the 
pig’s back, because the manufac- 
turers are conservative, and film 
lasts a long time beyond its accedited 
date in the atmosphere of Dublin. 


Mrs. Locke 


The death of Mrs. J. E. Locke, 
of Brusna House, ES gC“- re- 
moves one of the last of the old 
Ireland's great sportswomen.

ó: Bootlegging E 


There is significance in the fact 
that the words ‘‘ bootlegging”’ and 
‘hijacking ” are coming back into 
use in American newspapers. The 
words were added to the American 
language in the hectic days follow- 
ing the enactment of the Kighteenth 
Amendment of the American Consti- 
tution, which prohibited the use 
and ‘sale of alcohol for human con- 
sumption. 

What the Prohibition laws did 
for liquor in those days, high taxa- 
tion and consequent high prices are 
doing now. In tact, we ave told 
that to-day whiskey is as ‘‘ good as 
cash’’ in the underworlds of 
American cities, and, where rob- 
beries of money were formerly the 
rule, robberies of drink in every 
form are now common, The native 
word for this operation is ‘“‘ hijack- 


ing.” 

; Chicago gangsters in this way as 
in others, appear to lead. In that 
city in the space of five months 
something like £100,000 worth of 
alcoholic beverages has been “'hi- 
jacked” from taverns, restaurants, 
stores and warehouses. Even in‘the 
public. streets truck-drivers have had 
their precious loads forcibly taken 
from them, * without anyone 
apparently having been made 
amenable. : 

The number of these audacious 
crimes is calculated at, about ten 
per week, The value of the liquor 
taken represented its cost to the 
owners, but it is now, no doubt, 
very much higher—in the ‘‘ boot- 
leg’ market!
